SERIALS  AND  CONTINS : 
TYPE  AND  LOCATION  OF  CATALOGING  RECORDS 

One  of  the  questions  asked  of  the  Classification  and  Cataloging 
Branch  by  depository  librarians  concerns  the  location  of 
cataloging  records  for  serials:  will  they  be  found  in  the  monthly 
issues  of  the  Monthly  Catalog  or  in  the  Periodicals  Supplement? 
And  what  type  of  serial  records  do  the  Monthly  Catalog  tapes 
contain:    individual   "availability"  records  or  collective  records? 

At  GPO,  serials,  which  for  cataloging  purposes  are  defined  as 
publications  issued  fewer  than  three  times  a  year  (e.g.  semi- 
annuals,  annuals,  etc.),  are  cataloged  for  the  Monthly  Catalog. 
Contins,  which  are  issued  three  or  more  times  a  year  (e.g. 
quarterlies,  weeklies,  etc.),  are  cataloged  for  the  Periodicals 
Supplement . 

As  part  of  its  CONSER  (Cooperative  Online  Serials  Program) 
requirements,  GPO  enters  collective  bibliographic  records  for 
both  serials  and  contins  in  the  OCLC  data  base.  The  collective 
records  for  serials,  as  defined  above,  are  then  modified  with 
issue-specific  data,  such  as  the  GPO  sales  or  distribution 
information,  for  the  Monthly  Catalog.  Therefore,  the  GPO 
cataloging  tapes,  whether  sold  by  LC  or  GPO.  contain  the  issue- 
specific,   or  "availability"  cataloging  records  for  serials. 
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The     records     which     appear     in     the  Periodicals     Supplement  are 

collective     records  for  contins,     so  the     Periodicals  Supplement 

tape       contains       only       collective  records.       There       are  no 

"availability"  records  for  individual  issues  of  contins. 

Bibliographic  records  from  both  the  regular  Monthly  Catalog  and 
Periodicals  Supplement  issues  are  added  to  the  cumulative  GPO 
cataloging  file,  resulting  in  both  collective  serial  and  contin 
records  and  single-issue  "availability"  records  appearing  on  the 
cumulative  tapes.

SPRING  1988 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  The  Depository  Library  Council  congratulates  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  for  being  awarded  the  GSA 
Excellence  in  Administration  Certificate  of  Merit.  The 
entire  depository  library  community  has  benefitted  from  his 
broad  experience  and  standards  of  excellence.     We  extend  our 
best  wishes  for  continued  success. 

2.  The  Depository  Library  Council  commends  the  Library 
Programs  Service  for  the  creative  new  column  "Whatever 
Happened  to/.'.  "  in  Administrative  Notes . 

Rationale:     Sharing  the  information  gathered  in  response 
to  questions,   such  as  those  raised  by  John  McGeachy  that 
involve  considerable  effort  on  both  the  part  of  the  librarian 
and  the  Acquisitions  Unit,  will  save  the  time  of  many  others 
in  the  depository  library  community.   It  is  an  efficient  and 
valuable  means  of  communication. 

3.  The  Depository  Library  Council  commends  the  catalogers  at 
the  Library  Programs  Service  for  ten  years  of  participation 
in  the  National  Coordinated  Cataloging  Operations  (NACO) 
during  which  LPS  has  provided  nearly  65,000  name  authority 
headings  to  the  Library  of  Congress.     These  headings  are 
incorporated  into  the  LC  automated  name  authority  file  to 
enhance  its  value  to  users  in  the  international  library 
community . 

4.  The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  that  the  Public 
Printer  ask  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  to  consider 
recommending  to  the  House  Pules  Committee  and  the  Senate 
Administration  Committee  that  44  U.S.   Code  be  clarified  to 
show  the  Congressional  interest  that  Executive  Branch 
printing  be  done  through  the  GPO. 

Rationale:     Section  308(a)   in  the  Continuing  Resolution,  P.L. 
100-202  is  only  effective  for     FY  88.     In  view  of  the 
Administrations r s  action  on  the  FAR,  more  permanent 
provisions  are  needed  to  insure  that  all  appropriate 
Executive  Branch  publications  are  made  available  to  the 
depository  program  by  being  handled  through  GPO. 

5.  The  Depository  Library  Council  respectfully  asks  the 
Public  Printer  to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  depository 
community  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  for  directing 
that  the  new  edition  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States ,   Analysis  and  Interpretation  (Senate  Document  99-16) 
be  distributed  in  paper  to  all  depositories.     The  Council 
recognizes  that  there  are  some  other  recurring  Congressional 
publications  of  similar  overwhelming  significance   ,  popular 
interest  or  utility  which  are  almost  useless  to  the  public  in 
microfiche  and  important  for  all  depositories  to  have  in 
paper.     Examples  include  such  diverse  publications  as  the 
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Biographical  Directory  o£  Congress ,  Policy  and  Supporting 
Positions  (the  "Plum  Book",  and  Citizens '  Guide  tjo.  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Act .     Council  recommends  that  when  new 
editions  of  such  publications  are  printed  they  be  supplied  to 
all  depositories  in  paper  and  offers  to  solicit  input  from 
the  depository  community  for  a  short  list  of  additional 
suggested  titles. 

Rationale:     Many  libraries  save  the  depository  program  a  good 
deal  of  money  by  selecting  Congressional  hearings,  prints, 
reports  and  documents  in  microfiche,   or  by  not  selecting  them 
at  all  where  their  districts  have  no  need  for  the  vast 
majority  of  them  -  thereby  unwittingly  depriving  their  users 
of  these  occasional  important  publications  designed 
particularly  for  wide  public  use. 

6.  The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public 
Printer  that  agencies  be  advised  when  they  place  print  orders 
to  consider  the  need  of  libraries  to  bind  publications. 
Adequate  margins  need  to  be  allowed  to  compensate  for 
trimming  during  necessary  binding  and  rebinding  processes. 

Rationale:     So  little  margin  was  allowed  for  some  1980  Census 
titles  that  data  was  lost  if  a  volume  had  to  be  rebound. 
Since  the  agencies  are  the  publishers,   the  GPO  should  advise 
them  of  the  need  of  the  library  community  for  adequate 
margins  for  binding  purposes. 

7.  The  Depository  Library  Council  applauds  the  GPO  on  the 
announced  imminent  distribution  of  the  Census  Bureau's  Test 
Disk  #2  to  all  depository  libraries  as  a  pilot  test.  Council 
recommends  that  this  distribution  be  announced  in 
Administrative  Notes  along  with  a  list  of  basic  equipment 
needed  to  use  CD-ROM  products. 

Rationale:     The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Depository  Library  Access 
to  Federal  Automated  Databases  had  recommended  that  pilot 
projects  be  conducted  offering  government  information  to 
depository  libraries  in  a  variety  of  electronic  formats. 
Although  no  money  has  been  appropriated  to  fund  such  pilot 
projects,  GPO,  with  the  encouragement  of  JCP,  has  sought  to 
identify  "projects  appropriate  within  existing  funds'*.  The 
Census  Bureau's  Test  Disk  #2  provides  an  ideal  test  for 
distribution  of  electronic  products.     It  provides  depository 
libraries  with  data  previously  unavailable  to  them;   it  will 
include  agency-developed  software  for  using  the  CD  products 
and  it  is  formatted  to  High  Sierra  standards.     Although  some 
libraries  already  have  appropriate  hardware,   this  test  will 
aid  others  in  planning  for  future  distribution  of  electronic 
information  products  to  depositories. 

8.  The  Depository  Library  Council  appreciates  the  effort 
that  GPO  is  making  to  keep  communications  open  to  the  Census 
Bureau  regarding  the  1990     Census.     We  recommend  that  LPS 
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produce  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  complete  list  of 
Census  products  to  be  distributed  to  depository  libraries. 
We  also  recommend  that  decisions  be  made  and  communicated  to 
depositories  about  which  existing  item  numbers  will  be  used 
for  which  1990  Census  products,  early  enough  so  that 
depository  libraries  will  be  able  to  amend  their  selections 
and  have  the  amendments  go  into  effect  before  printing  and 
distribution  .     We  urge  again  that  item  numbers  be  split 
along  geographical  lines  and  all  new  items  and  newly  divided 
item  numbers  be  surveyed  well  in  advance  of  publication. 

Rationale:     The  depository  community  needs  time  to 
investigate  to  make  sure  that  no  products  have  been 
inadvertently  omitted  from  the  list  of  census  products. 
Timely  selection  of  Census  item  numbers  is  critical  to  the 
selective  depositories  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Census 
materials  are  used  heavily  and  for  decades  if  not  centuries. 

9.  The  Depository  Library  Council  commends  the  Public 
Printer  for  his  efforts  to  provide  Council  representation  for 
all  library  types  within  the  depository  community.  Council 
is  concerned  that  resignations  occurring  within  the  past  two 
years  have  resulted  in  a  thirteen  member  council.  Council 
recommends  that  the  Public  Printer  replace  members  upon  their 
resignation . 

10.  The  Depository  Library  Council  recommends  to  the  Public 
Printer  that  the  final  edition  of  the  Congressional  Record  be 
returned  to  dual  format  status. 

Rationale:     In  Recommendation  #11  of  March  1986,  Council 
provided  15  categories  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,   to  be  considered  for  conversion  to  microfiche 
to  help  GPO  achieve  mandated  cost  reductions  in  printing. 
These  items  were  ranked  in  order  of  their  suitability  to  be 
removed  as  paper  products .     The  Congressional  Record  was 
ranked  as  the  least  suitable  candidate  because  of  its 
importance  to  the  public  at  large  and  then  only  if  the  bound 
index  and  the  Daily  Digest  were  to  be  provided  to 
depositories  in  paper  form.   Due  to  the  nature  of  the 
Congressional  Record  as  a  standard  reference  and  primary 
historical  document  and  in  light  of  continuing  difficulty 
with  the  bound  paper  index  and  the  lack  of  a  printed  version 
of  the  Daily  Digest,  Council  feels  obligated  to  support  the 
return  to  dual  distribution.  When  the  depository  libraries 
and  the  public  they  serve  are  offered  access  to  the 
Congressional  Record  through  electronic  media,   Council  will 
reconsider  this  question. 

11.  The  Depository  Library  Council  requests  that  LPS  make  it 
a  high  priority  to  provide  libraries  that  select  the  daily 
Congressional  Record  with  copies  of  all  bi-weekly  indexes  for 
Volume  131  (1985). 
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Rationale:     It  has  been  brought  to  Council's  attention  that 
many  depository  libraries  never  received  a  complete  run  of 
these  indexes.   The  daily  Congressional  Record  is  an  important 
reference  for  users  until  the  final  edition  with  its  index  is 
distributed . 

12.  Recognizing  the  efforts  made  in  the  planning  for 
electronic  dissemination  projects,   the  Depository  Library 
Council  recommends  to  the  Public  Printer  that  as  plans 
develop  for  the  Information  Technology  Program,   Council  be 
given  copies  of  the  reports  in  an  expeditious  manner, 
Council's  Subcommittee  on  Electronic  Dissemination  continues 
to  be  available  for  consultation  and  assistance  with  a  view 
from  the  depository  community. 

13.  The  Depository  Library  Council  reaffirms  the  commitment 
of  the  depository  library  community  to  high  quality 
microfiche  for  both  GPO  sales  and  depository  library 
distribution.     We  support  GPO's  efforts  to  enforce  microfiche 
standards  and  to  insist  upon  compliance  by  all  GPO  microfiche 
contractors . 

Nevertheless,   the  resulting  embargo  of  more  than  1800  print 
orders  since  August  1987,  with  no  immediate  resolution  in 
sight,  has  placed  an  intolerable  burden  on  depository 
libraries  and  their  users. 

Therefore,   the  Depository  Library  Council  suggests  that 
extraordinary  measures  are  necessary  to  provide  the  embargoed 
publications  through  alternative  microfiche  or  paper 
distribution  without  further  delay. 

14.  The  Depository  Library  Council  commends  the  Public 
Printer  for  conveying  to  the  JCP's  Paper  Specification 
Committee  the  concerns  of  Council  and  the  depository 
community  on  the  problem  of  acid  paper.     Council  offers 
examples  of  titles  which  could  be  used  for  evaluating  the 
feasibility  of  using  permanent  paper.     Titles  suggested  are: 

1 .   Congressional  Directory 

2  .  Biographical  Directory  o_f_  the  LLJL^  Congress 

3.  Congressional  Record  final  bound  edition 

4 .  Statistical  Abstract  of  the  United  States 

5 .  Vital  Statistics  of  the  United  States

Major  points  for  followup  consideration: 
[questions/suggestions  from  attendees] 

00  Rather  than  exclude  television  from  the  discussion 

of  the  image  of  print  media,  include  it  with  telecopying, 
similar  to  cartoon  captioning  which  takes  place  now. 

00  telecaptioning  is  not  new  to  the  mass  audience,  having 
been  successfully  employed  to  reach  moviegoers  a  half 
century  ago— during  the  silent  movie  era— when  the  ability 
to  read  print  descriptions  of  what  was  taking  place  on  the 
screen  was  essential  not  only  to  understanding  the  visual 
message,  but  to  peer  approval  and  acceptance. 

00  More  efforts  should  be  undertaken  to  guarantee  that  all 
Government  publications  are  routed  through  the  depository 
library  system— some  escape  at  the  present. 

00  Publishers,  newspaper  &  magazine,  should  be  encouraged 
to  cite  references  when  quoting  from  reports  or  other 
sources  which  need  identification. 

00  Because  of  the  discrepancy  in  statistics  relating  to 
the  extent  of  the  illiteracy  rate,  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  establish  official  statistics  according  to 
reliable  criteria. 

00  iMi  Literacy  Management  Information  Project  Report  was

A  SYMPOSIUM 


On  May  25,   1988,  the  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office  and  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  are  hosting  a  symposium  for  the 
graphic  arts  industry,  "The  Image  of  Print  Media  and  the  Problem 
of  Functional  Illiteracy  in  the  United  States."    Taking  place  in 
the  Nation's  Capital,  the  symposium  is  designed  to  bring 
together  the  most  knowledgeable  individuals  and  critical 
thinkers  in  the  printing  industry  to  focus  on  the  problems  of 
print  media  image,  apathy  toward  print  media,  and  functional 
illiteracy  within  our  country.     As  a  part  of  the  nationwide  war 
being  waged  against  illiteracy,  it  has  gained  the  support  of 
other  Government  entities,   industry-affiliated  organizations, 
leading  academic  institutions,  and  major  graphic  arts  equipment 
suppl iers. 

Planned  in  conjunction  with  the  next  gathering  of  the  Academic 
Advisory  Council  to  the  Public  Printer,  the  symposium  is  a 
continuation  of  an  effort  begun  last  year.    Following  a 
Presidential  proclamation  and  a  Congressional  resolution 
declaring  1987,  "The  Year  of  the  Reader,"  the  Government 
Printing  Office  informed  its  employees  of  literacy  training 
opportunities;  sent  letters  of  support  to  the  Adult  Literacy 
Initiative  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  and  the  ABC/PBS 
(Project  Literacy  U.S.)  campaigns;  became  a  partner  in  the 
American  Library  Association's  observance  of  National  Library 
Week;  offered  assistance  to  the  Congressional  Task  Force  on 
Illiteracy;  and  published  a  message  of  support  for  the  "Year  of 
the  Reader,"  in  an  edition  of  the  widely-disseminated  GPO  Books 
catalog . 

As  one  U.S.  Senator  noted  in  a  letter  regarding  the  literacy 
effort,  "The  campaign  to  identify  and  eradicate  illiteracy  in 
America  is  extremely  important  if  our  country  is  to  regain  its 
competitive  edge  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Free  World."

ELECTRONIC  TRANSFER  OF  THE  AUTOMATED  ITEM  NUMBERS  DATABASE: 
AN  EXPERIMENTAL  PROJECT 

The  Government  Publications  Department  at  the  University  of  California, 
Riverside  Library  has  just  launched  an  experimental  project  to 
electronically  transfer  its  automated  Depository  Item  Numbers  Database* 
records  to  other  depository  libraries  by  way  of  telecommunications  lines. 
This  project,  representing  a  pioneering  attempt  on  electronic  transfer  of 
in-house  databases  between  libraries,  involves  the  participation  of  twenty 
depository  libraries  (9  academic,  9  law,  and  2  public  libraries)  from 
across  the  United  States.  The  project  began  in  February  1988  and  will  be 
conducted  for  a  six-month  period. 

The  Depository  Item  Numbers  Database  is  a  dynamic  database  to  which  new 
records  must  be  added  as  new  depository  item  numbers  are  made  available  for 
distribution  by  the  Government  Printing  Office.  Presently,  the  UCR  Library 
and  other  depository  libraries  that  utilize  such  a  database  for  automated 
control  of  their  depository  collections,  spend  an  average  of  five  to  six 
hours  per  month  maintaining  and  updating  the  database.  This  duplication  of 
time  and  effort  is  a  waste  which  can  and  should  be  eliminated  through 
cooperative  ventures  among  the  depository  library  community.  This  project, 
therefore,  was  initiated  to  explore  a  means  by  which  new  records  added  to 
an  item  numbers  database  by  a  library  (in  this  case,  the  UCR  Library)  can 
be  transferred  to  other  libraries'  databases  through  electronic  means. 
From  the  pragmatic  point  of  view,  libraries  participating  in  the  project 
will  have  access  to  timely  machine-readable  information  for  new  depository 
items  to  automatically  update  their  respective  item  numbers  databases 
during  the  project  period.  More  importantly,  the  project  will  provide  all 
participants  with  a  unique  opportunity  to  gain  first-hand  experience  and 
expertise  in  "uploading"  and  "downloading"  in-house  databases  through  the 
use  of  microcomputers.  The  knowledge  and  experience  gained  will  assist  the 
depository  library  community  in  developing  other  cooperative  and  Innovative 
projects  to  enhance  its  services  to  documents  users. 

During  the  project,  all  new  records  added  to  the  UCR  Library's 
Depository  Item  Numbers  Database  are  uploaded  to  a  main- frame  computer 
operated  by  the  UCR  campus.  Each  participating  library  has  been  given  a 
phone  number  and  a  password  to  dial  into  this  computer  (by  use  of  a 
microcomputer  equiped  with  a  modem)  to  access  the  UCR's  database  for 
"downloading"  of  files.  Item  numbers  records  are  grouped  by  GPO's  survey 
number  to  facilitate  data  transfer  and  data  elements  are  converted  from 
dbASE    to    the    ASCII  format  in  order  to    accomodate    the    variant  database 


*  The  UCR  Library's  Depository  Item  Numbers  Database  is  described  in 
the  Administration  Note  (Vol.  7,  no.  18,  November  1986),  Readers  Exchange 
Column.  In  response  to  request,  the  UCR  Library  has  distributed  over  70 
copies  of  the  database  to  other  depository  libraries  to  date. 
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management  software  being  used  by  participating  libraries.  KERMIT--a  file 
transfer  software  developed  by  the  Columbia  University- -is  used  for  data 
transfer  between  UCR  and  participating  libraries. 

Funding  support  for  the  project  (computing  and  data  storage  charges)  is 
being  provided  by  the  UCR  campus.
